Introduction . 

This  conspectus  contains  materials  prepared  by  the  METRO  Task  Force  on 
Services  to  the  Disabled  for  the  Seminar  it  sponsored  on  Friday,  April  3,  1987  at 
The  New  York  Public  Library.  The  Task  Force  was  composed  of:  Barbara  Nugent 
(Chair),  Amy  Spaulding  and  Diane  Wolfe  (Program  Co-Chairs),  Victoria  Clayton, 
Rosalind  Hall,  Pauline  Lewis,  Dolores  Randall,  Vera  Redl ,  Carol  Sanger,  and  Helen 
Stonehill . 

In  1979  the  METRO  Task  Force  on  Library  Access  for  the  Handicapped  published 
LIBRARY  ACCESS  FOR  THE  HANDICAPPED:  A  GUIDE  TO  MATERIALS,  SERVICES  AND  PHYSICAL 
ACCESSIBILITY  OF  PUBLIC  AND  ACADEMIC  LIBRARIES  IN  THE  NEW  YORK  METROPOLITAN  AREA. 
(METRO  Miscellaneous  Publication  No.  20).  A  new  group,  the  Task  Force  on  Library 
Services  to  the  Disabled,  was  called  together  to  make  a  survey  of  current 
services  to  disabled  readers  offered  by  the  member  libraries  of  METRO.  The  survey 
was  completed  in  1986,  and  the  results  are  available  from  METRO.  During  the 
survey,  it  became  clear  that  many  libraries  were  interested  in  service  to 
disabled  users  but  unclear  about  how  to  begin  or  to  improve  current  service.  As  a 
consequence,  the  committee  began  to  plan  the  seminar  that  was  given  on  April  3, 
1987.  More  than  75  people  attended,  which  proves  the  growing  interest  in  this 
kind  of  library  service. 

Several  experts  were  invited  to  speak.  Ruth  Velleman  of  the  Human  Resources 
School  in  Albertson,  New  York  gave  the  keynote  address,  entitled  "An  Overview  of 
the  Progress  and  Problems  of  the  Disabled  in  Libraries."  She  distributed  a  list 
of  books  and  a  lot  of  agencies  that  was  produced  for  the  Human  Resources  Center 
and  is  available  through  them.  Gilbert  Retrey,  Campus  Facilities  Officer  at 
Kingsborough  Community  College,  spoke  on  "The  Design  and  Redesign  of  Libraries 
for  the  Disabled."  Karen  Luxton  drew  upon  her  own  experience  as  a  blind  library 
user  as  well  as  her  experience  as  Director  of  the  Computer  Center  for  the 
Visually  Disabled  at  Baruch  College  to  discuss  "New  Computer  Technology  for  the 
Visually  Disabled."  Finally,  Alice  Hagemeyer,  Librarian  for  the  Deaf  Community, 
Washington,  D.C. ,  Public  Library,  signed  a  speech  on  "Library  Services  to  the 
Deaf."  Following  the  presentations,  Rosalind  Hall,  of  I.S.  92  in  the  Bronx, 
moderated  a  question  and  answer  period. 

In  the  afternoon,  participants  chose  two  out  of  three  workshops,  including: 
a  demonstration  of  equipment  and  other  resources  available  at  NYPL ' s  Project 
Access  (IBM  with  VISTA  and  VERT  PLUS,  Kurzweil,  CCTVs ,  TDDs ,  etc.),  led  by  Amy 
Spaulding  of  Project  Access;  a  discussion  of  Advocacy  for  the  Disabled  in 
Libraries  led  by  Ruth  Velleman  and  Dorothy  Eosofow  (formerly  of  NYPL);  and 
Designing  a  Library  Sensitivity  Training  Program"  with  Pauline  Lewis,  Queens 
Borough  Public  Library  and  Diane  Wolfe,  formerly  of  the  American  Foundation  for 
the  Blind.

This  document  will  be  useful  to  anyone  responsible  for  library  service, 
regardless  of  attendance  at  the  seminar.  It  should  be  of  interest  to  librarians 
from  public,  academic,  school,  and  special  libraries.  It  should  be  particularly 
helpful  to  hospital  and  medical  libraries,  which  serve  doctors,  nurses  and  other 
professionals  who  are  responsible  for  providing  information  to  patients 
themselves.  It  can  be  used  as  a  buying  guide,  a  tool  for  self-analysis,  a 
starting  point  for  an  overview  of  the  field  and  as  a  training  tool  for  libraries 
and  schools.  It  lists  materials  in  traditional  print  forms  and  also  provides 
access  to  the  many  new  forms  of  technology  (specialized  data  bases,  equipment, 
etc.),  either  directly  or  through  periodicals  which  have  reviews  of  such 
materials.  This  document  is  available  from  METRO  on  disk,  for  anyone  wishing  to 
use  it  with  a  IBM  compatible  computer  that  has  a  voice,  enhanced  image  or  braille 
output . 

The  task  force  disbanded  after  this  seminar,  but  METRO  has  not  lost  interest 
in  the  issue  of  service  to  patrons  with  disabilities,  and  any  Information  about 
equipment  not  yet  listed  in  the  METRO  directory  or  additional  ideas  about  what 
METRO  or  member  libraries  can  do  should  be  sent  to  CARES. 

We  hope  that  this  resource  tool,  and  the  people  and  organizations  mentioned 
in  it,  will  be  helpful  to  everyone.  We  also  hope  that  library  service  to  people 
with  disabilities  will  continue  to  grow  so  rapidly  that  all  of  this  will  quickly 
become  commonplace  and  seminars  to  explain  new  materials  and  services  will  soon 
replace  this  one.

LIBRARY  ACCESS  QUESTIONNAIRE

The  METRO  Task  Force  on  Library  Services  to  the  Disabled  developed  a 
questionnaire  (See  Appendix  A)  during  the  initial  plannings  phase  for  the  April  3. 
1987  seminar.  It  was  distributed  to  member  libraries  for  the  dual  purpose  of 
assessing  the  state  of  existing  resources  within  the  geographic  area  served  by 
METRO,  and  identifying  disability-related  issues  of  common  concern.  Aside  from 
revealing  "who  was  doing  what ,  and  wher^,"  this  information-gathering  device 
yielded  an  unexpected  bonus:  Several  respondents  indicated  that  it  functioned  as 
an  informal  yardstick  for  institutional  self-evaluation.  The  checklist  presented 
options  for  adding  materials,  equipment  and  services  that  were  not  previously 
considered.  Such  feedback  prompted  the  Task  Force  to  explore  the  questionnaire's 
potential  utility  in  a  broader  rate  of  library  settings. 

Librarians  who  are  currently  engaged  in  facility  design  or  modification 
activities  may  wish  to  use  it  as  a  planning  tool.  Because  the  scope  of  METRO 
membership  includes  public,  school,  academic  and  special  libraries,  it  is 
acknowledged  that  certain  items  (such  as  signed  story  hours)  will  not  be 
applicable  to  every  type  of  institution.  Decision-making  is  also  likely  to  be 
influenced  by  variations  in  library  size,  budget  and  nroximity  to  similar 
resources.  However,  even  if  specific  items  must  be  ruled  out  for  practical 
reasons,  it  is  suggested  that  an  increased  awareness  of  services  available 
elsewhere  will  facilitate  the  information  and  referral  process. 

As  universally  accepted  service  standards  do  not  yet  exist,  the  inclusion  of 
questionnaire  items  does  not  represent  endorsement  by  the  Task  Force.  The 
categorical  listings  of  technological  aids  and  devices  are  intended  to  serve  as 
"jumping  off"  points  for  further  consideration,  rather  than  as  recommendations 
for  purchase.  Equipment  acquisition  should,  as  always,  be  guided  by  the  careful 
application  of  selection  criteria-in  relation  to  institutional  need.  Items 
appearing  to  be  extremely  clear-cut  at  first  glance,  may,  in  fact,  raise 
important  ethical  questions.  For  example,  the  desirability  of  setting  aside  a 
separate  room  for  use  by  disabled  persons  (#10).  is  debatable.  Are  such  rooms 
necessary,  or  do  they  reflect  discriminatory  policies  of  segregation?  Clearly, 
such  issues  need  to  be  addressed  by  the  library  orofession  in  greater  depth. 

Librarians  serving  physically  disabled  patrons  should  feel  free  to  adapt  this 
questionnaire,  as  appropriate.  When  it  is  used  as  a  fact-finding  instrument  by 
library  systems,  the  Task  Force  encourages  the  inclusion  of  open-ended  questions 
that  call  for  alternative  ideas  regarding  in-service  training,  continuing 
eduction  programs,  etc.  These  kinds  of  questions  often  elicit  valuable 
information  about  easily  overlooked  access  barriers,  such  as  doors  that  are 
difficult  to  open.  They  also  allow  for  the  sharing  of  local  solutions  to  service 
problems.  As  reports  of  innovative  approaches  continue  to  emerge,  this  selected 
list  of  library  resources  may  be  periodically  exoanded .

Staff  training,  environmental  design,  improved  selection  methods, 
innovative  processing  and  display,  and  other-than-standard  cataloging  methods  are 
suggested . 

A  lengthy  "Mediagraphy"  provides  an  annotated  list  of  films  and 
videocassettes . 

Dequln ,  H . C .  Librarians  Serving  Disabled  Children  and  Young  People .  Littleton , 
CO:  Libraries  Unlimited,  1983. 

Terminology  and  legal  background  of  disabled's  rights  to  library  service 
is  followed  by  a  proposal  to  accommodate  an  individual's  special  learning  needs, 
abilities  and  interests.  Many  program  suggestions  examined. 

Lucas,  Linda  and  Marilyn  H.  Karrenbrock.  The  Disabled  Child  in  the  Library. 
Littleton.  CO:  Libraries  Unlimited.  1983. 

Intended  for  use  by  school  and  public  librarians.  Addresses  information 
needs  of  children,  parents,  and  professionals.  Sources  include  computerized  data 
bases,  environment,  programming  and  legislation.  Appendices  contain  criteria  for 
material  selection  and  evaluation. 

Macon,  Myra.  School  Library  Media  Services  to  the  Handicapped.  Westport,  Conn.: 
Greenwood  Press.  1982. 

Seven  authors  contribute  chapters  concerning  the  history  of  education  of 
the  disabled,  material  selection,  funding,  the  National  Library  Service  for  the

Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  federal  legislation  and  other  relevant 
information.  Appendices  include:  goals,  programs,  selection,  sources, 
organizations,  and  a  12-page  annotated  bibliography  of  fiction  and  non-fiction 
about  the  handicapped  with  rankings  by  grades. 

Needham,  William  L.  and  Gerald  Jahoda.  Improving  Library  Service  to  Physically 
Handicapped  Persons:  A  Self-Evaluation  Checklist .  Littleton,  CO:  Libraries 
Unlimited,  1983. 

A  series  of  checklists  (users,  facilities,  services,  resources,  staffing, 
funding)  designed  to  help  libraries  identify  barriers  to  their  services.  The 
final  chapter  lists  resources  (organizations,  sources  of  print  and  non-print 
material,  and  professional  readings)  which  will  help  improve  those  services. 

Petrie,  Joyce.  Mainstreaming  in  the  Media  Center.  Phoenix:  Oryx,  1982. 

Offers  a  philosophy  for  the  existence  of  the  media  center  and  an 
understanding  of  mainstreaming.  Directed  at  elementary,  junior  or  high  school 
media  specialists,  the  author  explains  how  to  assess  existing  programs  and 
suggests  ways  to  make  programs  responsive  to  disabled  students.  Includes 
terminology,  data  bases,  special  equipment  and  a  bibliography  of  books  (pre- 
1980) . 

Velleman,  Ruth  A.  Serving  Physically  Disabled  People:  An  Information  Handbook 
for  All  Libraries.  New  York:  R.R.  Bowker,  1979. 

Here  is  the  classic  textbook  in  the  field  of  serving  the  disabled. 
Historical  background  on  legislation  and  rehabilitation  is  thoroughly  detailed. 
Mrs.  Velleman  treats  the  general  problems  of  the  handicapped  while  specific  needs 
of  the  blind  and  the  deaf  are  discussed  by  Dr.  C.  Selvin  Hanan  and  Alice 
Hagemeyer ,  respectively.  Social  attitudes,  consciousness  raising  and 
accessibility  are  also  described.  Three  core  collections:  special  education, 
public  library  and  a  model  rehabilitation  library  provide  invaluable  suggestions. 
Appendices  list  Independent  living  centers,  national  rehabilitation  associations, 
research  and  training  centers  and  other  related  agencies. 

Wright,  Beatrice  A.  Physical  Disability  -  A  Psychosocial  Approach. 

2nd  ed.  New  York:  Harper  &  Row,  1983. 

Professor  Wright  presents  a  comprehensive  understanding  of  the  disabled 
person  in  relation  to  society  and  the  environment  in  this  landmark  book  in 
rehabilitation  psychology.  Written  in  clear  language  it  is  a  must  for  all 
professionals  and  laypeople  working  with  the  disabled.  Just  a  few  of  the  topics 
included  are:  attitudes  and  emotions  of  the  disabled  and  their  parents,  how  to 
improve  a  person's  perception  of  him/herself,  ways  of  motivating  the  handicapped, 
socializing  probles,  etc.  The  book  received  the  1985  Book  Award  from  the 
President's  Committee  on  Employment  of  the  Handicapped. 

Material  from  the  first  edition  has  been  rearrenged  for  improved 
understanding  and  the  last  part  of  the  book  contains  new  information  on  fund¬ 
raising,  publications  and  educational  programs.  However,  many  of  the  research 
studies  and  examples  of  individual  cases  date  from  the  40 's  and  50 ' s ;  some  newer 
data  would  have  been  welcome. 

Wright,  Kieth  C.  and  Judith  F.  Davie.  Library  and  Information  Services  for 
Handicapped  Individuals.  2nd  ed .  Littleton,  CO:  Libraries  Unlimited. 

1983. 
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Along  with  the  legal  aspects,  definitions  of  impairments  and  the  many 
services  given  previously,  this  updated  and  expanded  edition  stresses 
improvements  in  attitudes  through  self-assessment.  The  expanded  section  of 
resources  and  the  addition  of  chapters  on  the  speech  Impaired  make  this  a 
valuable  textbook  for  school,  public,  academic  and  special  libraries.

Descriptions  and  evaluations  of  450  juvenile  books  featuring  disabled 
characters.  More  Notes  continues  the  work  these  authors  began  in  Notes  from  a 
Different  Drummer.  Fiction  published  between  1976  and  1981  is  included.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  the  criteria  used  are  realism  and  good  literature. 

Caviglia,  Karen  et  al.  Selected  Bibliography  Prepared  for  Libraries  Establishing 
a  Deafness  Collection.  Rochester,  New  York:  NTID,  1981. 

Suggests  a  basic  collection  on  deafness.  Includes  annotations  and 
encompasses  material  for  professionals,  deaf  children  and  adults  and  parents. 

Karp,  Rashelle  Schlessinger .  "Annotated  Bibliography  of  Materials  on  Academic 
Library  Service  to  Disabled  Students,  1978-1983".  In  Advances  in  Library

A  26-page  annotated  bibliography  including  articles  and  books  on  all 
disabilities .

An  annotated  selective  collection  of  reference  materials  useful  to  the 
disabled,  including  special  formats  which  are  available  for  the  print-impaired 
and  current  technologies  to  facilitate  library  use  for  the  handicapped. 

Large  Type  Books  in  Print  1985.  New  York:  R.R.  Bowker,  1985. 

Lists  more  than  6,100  titles  of  books  printed  in  14-pt.  type  or  larger.

Can  be  used  by  visually  impaired  readers  since  the  book 
itself  is  printed  in  18-pt  type.

A  wide-ranging  list  of  subjects  from  "Visual  and  Tactual  Judgments  of 
Surface  Roughness"  to  "Learning  Bus  Routes  Using  a  Tactual  Map."  Spans  over  50 
years;  some  items  annotated.

Listing  in  directory  does  not  mean 
endorsement  or  evaluation  by  AFB.  Urged  to  consult  national  organizations 
concerned  with  standards.

Individuals."  Illinois  Libraries  68  (November  1986):  563-621. 

This  list  of  resources  is  an  excellent  example  of  what  information 
librarians  should  have  on  hand  to  aid  their  patrons.  Bibliographies  of 
materials,  sources  for  obtaining  materials,  organizations  and  information  sources 
are  the  broad  categories.  The  toll-free  numbers  listed  save  patrons  time  and 
money.  This  project  was  funded  by  an  LSCA  grant. 
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Friends  of  Libraries  for  Deaf  Action.  The  Red  Book.  Washington,  D.C.:  FOLDA 
(annual ) . 

A  loose-leaf  notebook  which  is  updated  by  the  publisher  and  the 
librarian.  Contains  information  on  services,  materials  and  any  notices  that 
would  aid  the  deaf  and  their  families. 

Guide  to  Recreation,  Leisure  and  Travel  for  the  Handicapped.  2  Vols.  Toledo,  OH: 
Resource  Directories,  1985. 

Volume  I  lists  organizations  which  offer  sports  programs  to  the  disabled. 
Then  follows  adapted  sports  equipment,  toys  and  games  for  children  and  adults, 
and  equipment  to  aid  in  the  pursuit  of  crafts  or  hobbies.  Devices  for  use  with 
ham  radios,  TV's,  computers  and  other  electronic  equipment  are  listed. 

Volume  II  examines  travel  and  transportation.  Airports,  airlines,  buses, 
trains,  rental  cars  were  canvassed  for:  wheelchair  accessible  bathrooms  on 
planes,  rules  governing  seeing  eye  dogs,  rental  cars  with  hand  controls,  trains 
with  wheelchair  tie-downs. 

In  the  state-by-state  travel  guide,  official  tourist  offices  were 
canvassed  to  see  if  information  on  accessibility  was  contained  in  the  state's 
free  publications.  Many  800  and  TTY/TDD  numbers  are  provided. 

HEATH  Resource  Center.  1985-1986  Resource  Directory.  Washington,  D.C.: 

American  Council  on  Education/Higher  Education  and  the  Handicapped,  1986. 
Lists  organization  resources  in  the  areas  of  mobility,  hearing  and  vision 
impairment.  Other  sections  include  architectural  and  program  accessibility, 
independent  living,  legal  resources  and  career  preparation. 

McGeough,  Charles  et  al,  eds .  College  Facilities  and  Services  for  the 
Handicapped .  Phoenix,  AZ :  Oryx  Press,  1982. 

Information  is  provided  concerning  the  facilities  for  the  disabled  at 
2,000  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Services, 
physical  terrain,  degrees  and  certificates  conferred,  and  the  name  and  telephone 
number  of  a  person  to  contact  are  the  featured  highlights.
